CHICAGO, June 20.—George Ro- 


galski, 14 years old, who enticed 


Dorette Zietlow, 30 months old, into 
an svandoned ice house and de- 
gerted her to die of exposure, last 
night, was convicted of kidnaping 
and sentéuced to 10 years’ impris-| 
orment in the State penitentiary. 
George. so far as known, was the 
youngest person ever convicted of 
kidnaping here. A motion for new 
trial was overruled, sentence was 
pronounced, but a stay was granted 
until June 29, during which time 
the Court will decide what special 
provisions should be made for his 


imprisonment. 
Discovered by Other Boys. 

The girl was lured from her home 
on a Sunday in April and two days 
Jater was found, nearly dead from 
cold, and most of her clothing 
stripped from her In the ice house. 
She died a few hours later. The 
hiding place was discovered when 
two boys told police they saw 
George peer into the ice house and 
were told by him to “scram.” 

The boy was arrested and said he 
took her to the ice house, promis- 
ing her a nickel, merely to undress 
her. He insisted he had not harmed 
her and medical examination bore 
out his statement. He said he had 
intended to return and get the child 
but was ordered to stay home by 
his parents. 

It took the jury a little more than 
an hour to convict George. The 
defense made no attempt to pre- 
vent. conviction, stating it was in- 
terested mainly in efforts to see 
that the boy was put into a proper 
place other than a penitentiary. 

“Expected to Get Punished.” 

George was swinging his legs 
from his high court chair when 
the Judge called him forward to 
hear the verdict and sentence. 
Asked if he had anything to say, 
George said he appreciated the 
kindness of everybody concerned in 
the case and wanted to thank them. 

The dead girl’s father and her 
grandmother said they were satis- 
field with the punishment ordered. 
George's parents made no comment. 

In the jail bullpen after the trial, 
George said: 

“I expected to get punished. I 
don’t know why I did those things.” 

Warden Frank Whipp at Joliet 
said today that the boy would be 
kept at the detention station for 
two or three weeks, then sent to 
the State refogmatory at Pontiac, 
Ill. At Pontiac, the Warden said, 
the boy will be kept with the young- 

' er prisoners and will attend the re- 
formatory school.

On Power of Congress. 

After going into the history of the 
case and considering the points 
raised by counsel for and against 
validity of the gold clause, Judge 
Faris says: 

“Summing up the premises laid 
down in the beginning, it seems to 
me impossible to escape these legal 
conclusions: (a) that in the Congress 
alone is lodged the power to say

FARLEY SAYS NEW DEAL 
SEEKS RIGHTS FOR THE MANY 


Tells Class Whatever Is Necessary 
for Recovery Should Be Held 
Constitutional. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., June 20.— 
Postmaster-General James A. Far- 
ley described today the aims of the 
New Deal as the rights of the 
many in a talk at commencement 
exercises ofthe John Marshall Col- 
lege of Law, State Normal School. 
He asserted that the famous Chief 
Justice for whom the college is 
named, would have upheld the mea- 
sures of the New Deal. 

“I belive Marshall in his orig- 
inal interpretation of the relative 
powers of the Federal Government 
over those of the states,” he _ said, 
“caught the spirit of the rights of 
the many as against the few. 

“He believed that although the 
Federal powers were limited, they 
were supreme, and adequate to the 
great national purposs for which 
they were given. He further indi- 
cated that to be adequate, the pow- 
er of adopting such means as were 
necessary to carry out the purposes 
was implied, if the means were not 
specifically prohibited by the Con- 
stitution. 

“In short, I believe the aims of 
the New Deal are the rights of the 
many. To correct evils which have 
disturbed those rights, certain re- 
covery measures are necessary. Un- 
der these conditions, whatever is 
necessary to achieve the recovery 
of those rights to the people should, 
in spirit, fall under the protecting 
wing of the Constitution.”

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OPPOSES JAPAN'S NAVAL CLAIM 


Gives Five Reasons for Rejecting 
Proposed Increase in 
Ratio. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 20.—Rear Ad- 
miral William V. Pratt pointed to 
Japan’s claim for an increased na- 
val ratio today as a factor that 
“will not further the purposes of 
peace.” 

Asserting that a desire for equal- 
ity and security do not justify such 
an increase, Admiral Pratt said, 
however, Japan “has a just claim 
to equality in treatment in other 
respects and until that claim is rec- 
ognized there will remain a feel- 
ing of tension.” 

The naval expert, adviser to the 
American delegation at the 1931 
London naval] conference, wrote in 
the “Quarterly Review of Foreign 
Affairs” for prospects of the 1935 
naval conference. 

He advanced five reasons for Ja- 
pan to remain at the bottom of the 
present 5-5-3 ratio between the 
Powers: 

Because she does not have to cov- 
er the world, as does England; she 
does not have two great ocean 
fronts, as does the United States; 


as a neutral she would not have the 
responsibilities of the other two 
Powers; she could not be blockad- 
ed, and her national income does 
not justify equality. 

Vernacular newspapers in Tokio 
today devoted columns credited to 
anonymous naval officers in reply 
to Pratt. Arguments presented for 
an increased Japanese ratio in- 
cuded: That in recent years the 
United States fleet, concentrated in 
the Pacific, menaces Japanese se- 
curity; the birth of the “independ- 
ent” State of Manchukuo increased 
Japan’s naval responsibilities.

FRENCH-GERMAN TALK 
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UN NEW TRADE PACT 


Negotiations Likely to Beziy 
This Week — Paris Firm 
After Moratorium. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 20.—Germany wi 
begin soon formal negotiations with 
France for a new trade treaty, a 
step expected to provide important 
indications of the financial future 
of the third Reich. 

France apparently will enter the 
deliberations with an attitude more 
than firm, following Berlin's mora. 
torium on foreign obligations. The 
conferences, to be conducted here, 
may be opened this week. 


Paris ig not at all pleased that 
Germany’s exports to France con. 
siderably exceed her purchases. [pn 
the first third of 1934 Germany's 
sales to France totaled 843,700,009 
francs (about $55,040,500), while her 
imports from France only amount. 
ed to 626,595,000 francs (about $40, 
728,675). 

France wants the trade balances 
leveled out. If she succeeds, Gen 
many, complaining of a drop in for. 
eign trade, stands to lose one of her 
best “plus” items. The possibility 
of economic reprisals because of the 
moratorium has been admitted by 
France.

CORINNE FREDERICK 
REGAINS CITIZENSHIP 


Pianist Born in Belleville and 
Once Married to Dane, 
Takes New Oath.

WASHINGTON, June 20. — Cor- 
inne Frederick, concert pianist, who 
has made many appearances with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
became an American citizen for the 
second time in her life here today. 
The first time was when’ she was 
born, of American parents, in Belle- 
ville, TL 

Ever since she learned three 
weeks ago that she had lost her 
American citizenship through mar- 
riage to a citizen of Denmark, in 
1921, Mrs. Frederick has been seek- 
ing some way to re-establish citi- 
zenship so that she might secure a 
passport. She had arranged to go 
abroad to give concerts in London 
and Copenhagen and to study in 
Italy with -Artur Schnabel, the 
exiled German pianist, through a 
fellowship grant made by a group 
of St. Louisans. 

Word that she was not a citizen 
and therefore not entitled to a 
passport was especially a shock, 
since Mrs. Frederick had had one 
passport in her own name after 
her marriage. This, the, State De- 
partment explained, had been issued 
in error. 

Today, with two witnesses, she 
went through the naturalization 
process, speeded up by friends who 
had interceded for her at the De- 
partment of Labor. She was 
weighed, measured and her past 
history recorded in minute detail. 
Her witnesses were asked whether 
in their opinion Mrs. Frederick had 
ever held a belief in polygamy or an- 
archy or whether she had ever har- 
bored any designs against the Gov- 
ernment to which she must swear 
allegiance. 

The process was completed when 
she appeared before Judge P. R. 
Luhring of the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court and took the oath 
of a citizen and renounced alle 
giance to Denmark. Shortly after- 
ward she was granted a new pass- 
port at the State Department. 
“Fortunately,” said Mrs. Freder- 
ick, “my sense of humor has re- 
mained intact. Even when it seemed 
that I really couldn't go, because 
there were no Federal Judges sit- 
ting in the whole Middle West to

Scullin Says He Will Not 
Forbid Sale of 3.2 Beer 
After Midnight and on 
Sundays. 


Excise Commissioner Scullin said 
today that he would not interfere 
with operators of liquor establigh- 
ments who are licensed by the city 


to sell intoxicating liquor and also 
sell 3.2 beer under a state permit 
after midnight and on Sundays. 

Scullin emphasized that he has 
no control over 3.2 beer and that 
for this reason establishments 
which operate with both a city 
liquor license and a state beer per- 
mit, can, if they desire, sell 3.2 beer 
whenever they choose without run- 
ning the risk of losing their city 
liquor licenses. 

“IT have no jurisdiction over the 
licensing or sale of 3.2 beer,” said 
Scullin. “It is a State matter en- 
tirely. Thus, if anyone obtains a 
license from the city to sell intoxi- 
cating liquor and also chooses to 
sell 3.2 beer after midnight or on 
Sunday, I shall not revoke his city 
liquor license, for I have nothing 
to say about the sale of 3.2 beer. 

Cites Liquor Ordinance. 

“IT should like to again remind 
everyone that the city liquor ordi- 
nance does not say that liquor es- 
tablishments shall be closed after 
midnight or on Sunday. It says 
simply that no liquor shall be sold 
at those times. If the proprietors 
desire to sell 3.2 beer under their 
State permit, there is nothing I can 
do about it.” 

Scullin’s ruling has the effect of 
permitting liquor establishments to 
stay open as long as they please. 
The only restriction is that, under 
the city liquor ordinance, they do 
not sell intoxicating liquor after 
midnight or on Sunday. 

Control over the sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer, under the Brogan-Rob- 
erts beer bill, enacted by the Legis- 
lature last year, is vested entirely 
in the State and under control of E. 
J. Becker, State Liquor Supervisor, 
and the State Food and Drug De- 
partment. 

Liquor Store Opposite Church. 

In the last few weeks, more than 
100 persons who applied for liquor 
licenses have returned their appli- 
cations to Scullin, stating that they 
preferred to sell 3.2 beer under a 
State permit, which costs $10 a 
year. City liquor licenses cost $300 
a year. 

The midnight and Sunday re- 
strictions have been sources of ir- 
ritation principally to the larger 
hotels, where customers come in to 
grill rooms after the theater or 
Municipal Opera and find that 
they cannot get a drink because it 
is after midnight. 

Scullin also announced today that 
he had issued a license to Mrs. Rose 
Cohn to operate a.liquor store at 
the northwest corner of Grand and 
Washington boulevards and oppo- 
site the Third Baptist Church. A 
protest against the issuance of a 
license to Mrs. Cohn had been made 
by Dr. Oscar Johnson, pastor of 
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the church, but Scullin pointed out 
that there were other liquor stores | 
and cafes even closer to the Church | 
than the store operated by Mrs. | 
Cohn. |

Illinois Supreme Judges 
Deny Petition to Release 
Men Held in Jail at Hills- 
boro. 


Writs of habeas corpus were re- 
fused today by the Illinoig Supreme 
Court to 11 men in jail at Hillsboro, 
Ill, charged with conspiracy to 
overthrow the Government, under 
the State’s “treason code,” and 
with conspiracy to incite a riot. 

In the meantime, the “hunger 
strike” of nine of the prisoners en- 
tered its third day. Sheriff Saat- 
hoff, who described the strike ag 
“just a publicity stunt” reported 
the men appeared to be “in good 
health and spirits” after leaving un- 
touched their breakfast of rolls and 
coffee. 

Forcible feeding will not be re- 
sorted to, the Sehriff announced, 
pointing out that “the food is there 
for them, it’s entirely up to them 
whether they eat it.” 


Other Prisoners Satisfied. 

The strikers, who were arrested 
as the outgrowth of relief demon- 
strations in Montgomery County, 
are given fare similar to that fur- 
nished other prisonegs, the Sheriff 
said. Several of the other inmates 
of the jail told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that they were “well satis- 
fied” with their meals. They in- 
clude meat, fresh vegetables and 
milk, they said, and are prepared 
by the Sheriff's wife. 

Participants in the strike are ac- 
tuated primarily because they ob- 
ject “to the quality and quantity 
of the jail fare,” their local attor- 
ney, E. C. Kaburick, said today. 
They originated the idea of refus- 
ing food, he added, indicating he 
doubted the wisdom of the plan. 


Another Man Sought. 

While the nine men continued to 
decline food, Montgomery County 
authorities were searching for an- 
other man whom they regard as a 
leader of “relief demonstrations” 
susceptible of being charged with 
the same offenses as the others. 

Those on the hunger strike, all 
held for action of the November 
grand jury, are Frank Panscik, 
chairman of the “unemployed coun- 
cils” of the County; Jan Wittenber 
and John Adams, professional Com- 
munist organizers from Chicago;

BANKER HARRIMAN 


FOUND GUILTY ON 


ALL OF 16 COUNTS 


Maximum of 80 Years in 
Prison. and Fine of $80,- 
000 Can Be Imposed By 
U. S. Court. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 20.—Joseph 
W. Harriman, 67-year-old founder 
of the defunct Harriman National 
Bank & Trust Co., was convicted 
yesterday in Federal Court of mis- 
application of $1,713,080 of the 
bank’s funds, of leriding $300,000 on 
improper’ security and of causing 
false entries to be made in the ac- 
counts of 14 large depositors. 

The jury deliberated only two 
hours, then returned its verdict, 
which found Harriman guilty on 
all of the 16 counts made against 
him, and acquitted Albert M. Aus- 
tin, former executive vice-president 
of the bank, who was a co-defend- 
ant. 

A maximum sentence of 80 years 
can be imposed, plus a maximum 
fine of $80,000. Each of the 16 
counts is punishable by a five-year 
prison sentence or a $5000 fine, or 
both. 

Sighs as Verdict Is Read. 

While the jury deliberated, the 
banker remained in the nearby of- 
fice of U. S. Marshal Raymond J. 
Mulligan with his wife and daugh- 
ter and son-in-law, Boykin C. 
Wright. Mrs. Harriman, in ill 
health, did not return to the court- 
room with him when the jury filed 
in. 

Harriman sat at the counsel ta- 
ble with Wright, while the usual 
formalities -were disposed of. 

Harriman, at the announcement 
of the verdict, turned to Wright, 
who repeated “guilty on all counts” 
to him. Then Wright patted his 
father-in-law on the back. Harri- 
man sighed. He crossed his arms 
and bowed his head as Judge John 
C. Knox addressed the jurors. 
“No Doubt of Guilt,” Court Says. 

“Your verdict is thoroughly un- 
derstandable,” Judge Knox said. 
“There is no doubt in my mind but 
that Mr. Harriman is guilty on each 
count in the indictment. 

“I think it is quite impossible 
that you probably could have found 
the defendant Austin guilty also. I 
dare say you looked at him as I 
did, and you determined he fgllowed 
Harriman’s instructions throughout 
in order to keep a position he want- 
ed very much to hold. 

“Hard as your verdict may be on 
Mr. Harriman, it is a highly salu- 
tary one for those entrusted with 
the funds of the public. The law 
intended to protect these funds.” 

Austin remained in the courtroom 
until after “almost everyone had 
gone to thank Judge Knox. 

To Be Sentenced on Jnne 27. 

Harriman rejoined his wife be- 
hind the closed doors of the Mar- 
shal’s .pffice, then after 15 minutes 
they walked slowly from the build- 
ing. Neither displayed emotion.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Presk 
dent Roosevelt last night signed the 
silver purchase bill which directs 
buying of the metal by the Treas- 
ury until it comprises 25 per cent 
of the nation’s metallic monetary 
stock. 


Mr. Roosevelt invited Senator 
Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, whose 
name the bill bears; Chairman 
Doughton, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee; Senator King 
(Dem.), Utah; Representative Dies 
(Dem.), Texas, and others active 
in drafting the legislation to wit- 
ness the signing of the bill. 

The chief executive delayed sign- 
ing until the exchanges were closed, 

Simultaneously Guy T. Helvering, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
promulgated regulations governing 
the tax on transfers of interests in 
silver bullion. 

Treasury experts have estimated 
that the purchase of approximately 
1,300,000,000 ounces of silver will be 
required to reach the 25-75 ratie 
with gold. 

Extent of Silver Stock. 

The department estimates its 
present stocks of silver bullion and 
the silver coin in circulation at 
about 700,000,000 ounces, 12 per cent 
of the metallic monetary stocks. 

The time for silver purchases is 
left entirely in the hands of the 
President. During the negotiations 
which resulted in the bill, he and 
the Treasury took the stand that 
unless the specific terms of the pur- 
chases were left to their discretion 
the Government might be at the 
mercy of speculators. Beyond that, 
they viewed any mandatory direc- 
tion as a factor which might upset 
the countries of the world that de 
pend on silver for their currency. 

The President is given permissive 
power to nationalize the domestie 
stocks of silver, estimated at be- 
tween 200,000,000 and 250,000,000 
ounces. In any event, the domestic 
silver is to be purchased at a price 
not to exceed 50 cents an ounce and 
a 50 per cent tax on profits on all 
transfers of silver after May 15 is 
provided. 

Silversmiths’ Stocks Exempt. 

The stocks of silver for use by 
manufacturers, silveremiths and 
others who require the metal in 
their business are exempted from 
the levy. 

If the price of silver goes to $1.29 
an ounce before the amount neces- 
sary for the 25 per cent reserve 
is acquired, the Treasury may stop 
its buying operations. It may sell 
until the price goes below the $1.29 
figure.

Supporters of Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Ole H. Olson expect to file a 
petition with the Supreme Court 
demanding the Governor's removal 
on the ground he is occupying the 
office illegally because of his con- 
viction of a felony. Langer was con- 
victed in Federal Court Sunday, 
with four co-defendants, on charges 
of soliciting funds from Federal! re- 
lief workers. 

With the State primary election 
only a week away, the Governor 
has taken the stump to campaign 
actively for re-nomination.

CHY'S NEW POSTOFFICE 
ON THE PREFERRED LIST 


Cochran Told $5,000,000 
Monumental Structure Will 
Be Built. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 

201-205 Kellogg Building. 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Posi- 
tive assurances were given today 
by Rear Admira] Peoples, Chief of 
the Treasury Department Procure- 
ment Division, that the new $5,000,- 
000 St. Louis Postoffice Building 
at Eighteenth and Market streets 
would be one of the first projects 
begun with the $65,000,000 public 
building fund carried in the last de- 

ficiency appropriation law. 


Admiral Peoples’ assurances 
were the first definite word Con- 
gressman Cochran of St. Louis 
has been able to obtain about the 
proposed structure which was au- 
thorized by Congress several years 
ago. Heretofore the Treasury, 
Postoffice Public Works and Budg- 
et Bureau officials have wrangled 
over the type of building that should 
be built and the amount of money 
that should be spent on it. 

The deficiency appropriation bill 
changed the old practice whereby 
public building allotments had to 
have the approval of Public Works 
Administrator Ickes. Ickes had in- 
sisted on an allotment of slightly 
more than $4,000,000 for non-monu- 
mental building. Under the new 
arrangement, final decisions will 
be made by the procurement 
division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the Postoffice Department 
and the director of the budget. 

The deficiency bill also declared 
that the buildings to be built should 
be selected from projects author- 
ized by Congress and approved by 
the Treasury and Postoffice De- 


partments, The St, Louis building : 


meets this requirement. 

Admiral Peoples told Cochran to- 
day that the building would cost 
about $5,000,000 and that there 
would be only minor changes in the 
existing plans, now about 90 per 
cent completed. One of the prob- 
lems as yet undecided, is whether 
the monumental style of architec- 
ture shall be used throughout the 
building as far back as Clark street 
or whether there will be a monu- 
mental facade only on Market 
street and running back about 200 
feet.

Memphis.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 20.—In- 


spector Will T. Griffin, chief of 
Memphis police detectives, said he 
had asked that a man whom he de- 
scribed as A. B. Young, an ac- 
countant of Caruthersville, Mo., be 
arrested in Miami, Fia., in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of 
“about $51,000 in bonds.” 

Inspector Griffin said the bonds 
were those of the St. John’s Levee 
and Drainage District of New 
Madrid, Mo. — 
He added that “$13,500 of the 
bonds were found here in posses- 
sion of an 18-year-old girl.” 

“The girl was not taken into 
custody, though,” Griffin declared. 
“She appeared to be just an inno- 
cent victim.” 

Inspector Griffin said the girl 
came here from her New Madrid 
home about six weeks ago. He said 
she was given the bonds there 
with the request that she try to 
sell them here. * 
“T called her over the telephone 
this morning,” the inspector relat- 
ed, “and told her I was in the mar- 
ket to buy some bonds. We made 
an appointment to meet at a down- 
town corner. 

“With other officers, I drove to 
the house where she was visiting 
and she frankly told her story.” 
E. F. Sharp, New Madrid County 
Attorney, and W. J. Pack, a 
Caruthersville auditor, conferred 
here with Griffin. 

The recovered bonds were turn- 
ed over to them. The bonds, Grif- 
fin said, were issued in 1926 and 
were payable at the Liberty Cen- 
tral Trust Co. and Mercantile 
Trust Co. of St. Louis. 
Young was formerly employed 
by a Caruthersville, Mo., auditing 
firm. 
The firm, according to County 
Attorney E. F. Sharp at New 
Madrid, recently made an audit of 
bonds which had been paid. Sharp 
said disappearace of the bonds was 
not discovered until after the girl 
offered them for sale in Memphis. 
The County Attorney said the 
auditing firm thought the bonds 
had been returned to the Drainage 
District, while the district assumed 
the firm still had them.

GUTHRIE, Ok., June 20.—Seven 
men invaded the town of Crescent, 
near here, and held off a crowd of 
citizens for nearly an hour early 
today while they made an unsuc- 
cessful effort to steal the safe of 
the Farmers and Merchants Bank. 
Failing to obtain any loot, they 


drove away with a half-dozen kid- 
mnaped persons, releasing all but 
one, Night Watchman Joe Stan- 
field. ‘ 
After cutting telephone lines, the 
seven men swept into town shortly 
after 2 a. m., rounded up everyone 
they encountered and backed a new 
winch-equipped truck up to the 
front of the bank. The plate glass 
window was shattered and a cable 
looped about the safe, containing 
$4200, according to President Hugh 
Adams of the bank. 


The robbers swung the. safe 
through the window to the side- 
walk with _a great crash. Startled 
citizens tumbled from their beds 
and ran to the scene. 

Then, perspiring freely in the 
rays of a street light, several of the 
robbers labored unsuccessfully for 
a half hour to boost the 5600-pound 
safe to the truck while a gathering 
crowd of 75 or 80 persons was held 
at - bay by outlaws armed with 
sawed-off shotguns. 

Finally the robbers gave it up as 
a bad job, jumped into their truck 
and a sedan with their captives and 
sped out of town. All the kidnaped 
persons except Stanfield were re- 
leased at the Cimarron River 
bridge five miles south of Crescent. 

Someone in the crowd fired a 
rifle at the men as they tried to 
hoist the safe and they replied with 
shotguns. No one was hit. After 
the invaders roared out of town, 
posses were formed. 

After seizing Stanfield as they en- 
tered town, the outlaws forced him 
to awaken Mrs. Clara Cunard, tele- 
phone operator. She refused to 
open her door and the invaders 
broke a screen and dragged her out 
in her pajamas. Then they seized 
Paul Smith, cook at a cafe, tieing 
him and the watchman up in the 
baseball park, where they had left 
their truck. 

Mrs. Rose Cook, who runs a tai- 
lor shop, was seized when she 
heard the commotion on the street, 
and finally two youths, “Red” Rey- 
nolds and Ralph Godrey, were 
made captives. 

“I could tell something was 
wrong by the way he talked,” Mrs. 
Cunard, 32 years old, said, in relat- 
ing how Stanfield asked her to 
open the telephone office because 
some men wanted to make a long 
distance call. 

“Finally, a man pounded on the 
door and asked to get in. I re 
fused, Then two men tore off a 
screen on a rear window and came 
in. 

“They told me to disconnect the 
board, and I did. Then they threw 
a blanket around me and took me 
out to their car. 

“With Stanfield, myself and 
Smith, the men drove the sedan 
out to the ball park. There they 
put tape over Smith’s and Stan- 
field’s mouths and tied their hands 
behind them with wire. Then they 
blindfolded them. They laid them 
down on the ground. I stayed in 
the car. 

Thinks Outlaws Were Drunk. 

“They had guns, all except the 
men working with the winch. They 
would get the safe about half way 
up to the bed of the truck and it 
would roll off, first one side and 
then the other. 

“They finally decided it would be 
light soon and they better go. They 
didn’t seem to worry about the 
shots, or about making noise.”

Unless the handbook shops that 
honeycomb the large cities can be 
put out of business, the days of the 
racetracks are numbered, in the 
opinion of Geor,e H. Foster 
Chicago, secretary of the Illinois 
Racing Commission, who visited 
Fairmount yesterday. 

Handbooks are uppermost in the 


Dlinois Commission’s mind, accord- — 


ing to Foster, who said that the 
governing body of racing in Tilinois 
is beginning to center its attention 
upon how to fight what he de- 
scribed as racing’s greatest menace. 

“There are 700 downtown pool- 
rooms in Chicago which are getting 
what we call instantaneous service 
from the tracks. These rooms are 
equipped with the last word in pub- 
lic address systems. Customers get 
excellent descriptions of the races. 

50,000 Poolroom Addicts. 
“My estimation,” he continued, “is 


that between 50,000 and 75,000 peo- |? 


ple hear the results every afternoon 


ir. the handbook shops of Chicago . 


and this, of course, is reacting ad- 
versely on the tracks—which fur- 
nish the basis of it all. Why, when 
you go out to Washington Park on 
a week day it is so quiet you would 
think you were in a graveyard.” 

Foster was reminded that the 
tracks themselves sell the wire 
service to the concern which, in 
turn, sells it to the poolrooms and 
book shops; perhaps the logical 
thing to do would be to cut the 
news off at the source. 

“It will take the united action of 
all tracks,” he replied. “One track, 
or even a group of tracks, could not 
accomplish a great deal. The fact 
is, that there are a thousand rami- 
fications in connection with the 
‘service’ supplied the rooms, and 
while all racetrack men agree that 
something will have to be done. 
none apparently wants to take the 
initiative.” 

Commission Considers Action. 

Foster implied that the [Illinois 
Racing Commission might attempt 
to bring the matter to a head. 

General Manager Robert S. Eddy 
of Fairmount sald that, In his opin- 
fon, nettonal legislation wonld fur- 
nish the only means of breaking up 
the vast chains of handbook shops, 
lerisiation that would prohibit the 
placing of betting news on the 
wires, 

“It’s an outrage,” he said with 
some heat. “We have a legitimate 
business. and operate under heavy 
taxes. Yet we are being strangled 
by a business which, by law, is pro- 
hibited in every city in the United 
States. You never heard of a hand- 
book shop being licensed by the 
city, did you? 

“It’s true, we sell the wire serv- 
fice. That service would go out, at 
present, whether we sold it or not. 
Until two years ago Pimlico never 
sold its service, but the service was 
sent out just as promptly as the 
service at any other track in the 
ecuntry. An individual track can’t 
break it up.” 


Eddy said Texas had an ideal ar- + 


rangement. Handbook shops there, 
he said, were not allowed to handle 
bets on races at Texas tracks after 
12 o’clock noon. Also, he said, the 
bookies were not allowed. to oper- 
ate near Rockingham Park track, 
in Massachusetts. 

“And it is not strange to learn,” 
he said, “that the Texas tracks 
and Rockingham are the only 
money-makers.”

Moscow Acclaims Rescued — 
And Flyers Who Took Them Off Floe 


Return Celebrated by 


Four-Hour Parade of 


Soldiers and Workers, Led by Stalin 


and Government Officials. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, June 20.—Members of 
the crew of the icebreaker Chelius- 
kin and the seven aviators who res- 
cued them from death on a floe in 
the Bering Straits returned to Mos- 
cow yesterday amid the thunderous 
acclaim of a million cheering Rus- 
sians headed by Joseph Stalin and 
all high Government officials. The 
expedition left Russia last August 
to chart a Northern Sea route but 


}the icebreaker was crushed Feb. 


13 by ice and sank. 
A huge parade was reviewed from 
a forum near Lenin’s tomb in Red 
Square. Stalin, followed by Min- 
ister of War Kliementi Voroshiloff, 
President Michael Kalinin and 
scores of other officials headed the 
procession of soldiers, sailors and 
workers. 
The parade—in which all branches 
of military service were represent- 
ed—passed the platform where the 
airmen and 101 men, women and 
children who formed the Cheliuskin 
expedition stood garbed in the same 
clothes they wore when taken off 
the floe. 

Speeches of Welcome. 
After the Russian leaders had 
paid homage, they mounted a ter- 
race on Lenin’s tomb and addresses 
of welcome were made. These 
speeches were transmitted to the 
great throng in the square through 
loud speakers. 

Factories had a holiday in the 
Moscow area, and working men and 
women joined with soldiers in the 
endless line which moved through 
the square. Sports clubs of men 


and women in red sweaters and 
white shorts added color to the pa- 
rade in which the more sober khaki 
uniforms prevailed.

BREAK BETWEEN HITLER 
AND VONPAPEN DENIED 


Nazi Chief Refuses Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s Resignation After 
Speech Criticising Policies.

BERLIN, June 20.—Vice Chan- 
cellor Franz voh Papen offered his 
resignation from the German gov- 
ernment to Chancellor Hitler, fol- 


lowing his Sunday speech in which 
he attacked certain phases of the 
Nazi regime, it was disclosed today. 
Hitler declined to accept it. 

The resignation, it was said on 
highest authority, was tendered in 
order that the Chancellor might not 
be embarrassed. 

Hitler, in fact, is reported to have 
agreed with the Vice-Chancellor in 
many of the criticisms but to have 
disagreed on the propriety of mak- 
ing them at this particular time 
and in the sharp manner in which 
they were offered. He is under- 
stood, however, to have promised 
Von Papen to remedy such com- 
plaints as he considered justified. 

A spokesman for Joseph Goeb- 
bels’ propaganda ministry—the 
branch of government most criti- 
cised by Von Papen, which prohib- 
ited a radio broadcast of the speech 
and the publication of what Von 
Papen said in newspapers, said to- 
day: 

“We were deluged Sunday night 
with protests by Nazi editors who 
offered to open a heavy cannonade 
upon Herr von Papen. To forestall 
this there was only one thing to do 


©-| —prdhibit all mention of the speech 


and all quotes from it. 

“Herr von Papen’s speech con- 
tained formulations which might be 
properly understood by a small 
group of intellectuals who knew 
as we do that Herr von Papen did 
not mean to undermine the present 
regime but, rather, to help stabilize 
it,‘ but which, when reaching the 
broad masses, would only lead to 
unrest. 

“We believe the whole storm will 
soon blow over. There can be no 
talk of a rift within the Cabinet.”

HAVANA, June 20—A Cuban 
committee investigating the legal- 
ity of $60,000,000 in loans in the 
United States contracted during the 
Machado regime has advised the 
Government against payment. 
Emeterio Santovenia, secretary to 
the President, announced the com- 


mittee’s unfavorable report on 
servicing loans largely held by 
American bondholders, the Chase 
National Bank, the National City 
Bank of New York and the Con- 
tinental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Chicago. 

The committee was created by 
the Cuban Government last April, 
to make a study of public works 
financing. 

Its duty was merely to investi- 
gate and -report, not to decide fi- 
nally on the legality of the loans. 

Basis for Repudiation. 

It was stated that the unfavor- 
able decision was based on the con- 
tention that loans contracted dur- 
ing the Machado administration 
were not legally binding on the 
present Cuban Government. 

Last April the Cuban Government 
declared a moratorium on $52,000,- 
000 in bonds owed mostly to invest- 
tors in the United States on the 
ground that it was unable to con- 
tinue payments. The moratorium 
covered five bond issues handied 
through J. P. Morgan & Co anda the 
Peyer company, and the Govern- 
ment said it would be unable to re- 
sume payment until the Govern- 
ment’s gross income reached $60, 
000,000 annually. 

Simultaneously the Government 
decided to investigate the legality 
of the public works loans, and 
shortly afterward a committee was 
appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for that purpose. This was 
the committee whith reported yes- 
terday. 

Status of Cuban Debt. 

The last official Cuban financial 
statement showed the Government 
owed on Dec. 31, 1933, $40,000,000 in 
public works bonds, handied 
through the Chase National and

WASHINGTON, June 20.—With 


steel] operators and the union re- 
ported to be deadlocked over collec- 
tive bargaining, there appeared to 
be a possibility today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would be forced to 
use the new powers granted him 
by Congress to settle the dispute 
and avert a strike. The President 
has authority to name a Labor 
Board empowered te enforce its de- 
cisions through the courts. Union 
leaders were hopeful such a board 
could meet the situation, if the 
present negotiations fail. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins, 
named by President Roosevelt to 
represent him in negotiations, is 
studying the latest proposals of 
the steel masters and their em- 
ployes. 

“Today's developments mean 
we'll have peace in the industry, at 
least temporarily,” Michael F. 
Tighe, president of the Steel Un- 
ion, said after a long conference 
yesterday with Miss Perkins. “How 
long it will last, I can’t say.” 

Employers Revise Proposal. 

Some observers interpreted his re- 
marks to mean that local union 
leaders might chafe under pro- 
longed negotiations. So-called “left- 
wingers” in the union already have 
shown indications that they want 
less talk and more action. 

The employers presented a re- 
vised plan yesterday for a concilia- 
tion board. The union has suggest- 
ed an impartial three-man board 
be set up to settle disputes. The 
principal difference in the plans 
was understood to be between un- 
ion insistence on majority rule after 
the board holds plant elections, and 
the employers’ demand for propor- 
tional representation. 

Under the union plan, if an elec- 
tion showed most of the employes 
favored the union as their repre- 
sentative for collective bargaining, 
the union would represent all em- 
ployes. Under the management 
plan, each faction would be repre- 
sented. Thus, if 60 per cent voted 
for the union affiliated with the 
American Federation Labor, the re- 
maining 40 per cent still could be 
represented by a company union if 
they desired. 

President’s Statement. 

Company unions and alleged dis- 
crimination against A. F. of L. men 
have been the chief grievances of 
the union workers. The steel oper- 
ators at one time flatly said they 
would not deal with the American 
Federation group, that their em- 
ploye representation plans gave the 
privilege of collective bargaining in 
accordance with the Recovery Act. 

The President expressed hope 
that the negotiations through Miss 
Perkins would prove satisfactory to 
all and bring peace to the industry. 

“It is my hope,” he said in a 
statement, “that some method will 
be found to adjust all the points 
that are in controversy and to pre- 
serve orderly relations without sac- 
rificing any principle that is in- 
volved. 

“I have referred the proposal (of 
the union) to the Secretary of La- 
bor for careful study and to under- 
take any negotiations that seem ad- 
visable. The Secretary is fully 
equipped to represent me in taking 
whatever action seems advisable 
under the circumstances and will, 
of course, consult and co-operate 
with all other agencies of Govern- 
ment concerned.” 

Attitude of Green. 

Miss Perkins made a first-hand 
study of steel labor conditions last 
summer in connection with the 
steel code. She talked with labor- 
ers in Homestead, Pa., and Spar- 
rows Point, Md. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
whose plan for settlement was ap-

BOTH SIDES OPEN

How Safe Is Flying? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ENNETH BROWN  COLLINGS, 

whose American Mercury article, 
“Flying Is Still Dangerous,” you quoted 
in a recent editorial, says: “A little 
simple mathematics shows that a given 
hour spent as a passenger-carrying pilot 
in “scheduled air-transport operation is 
about 88 times more likely to result fatal- 
ly than the same (sic) hour spent in nor- 
mal ground operations. The boys who 
carry mail and express, but no passen- 
gers, take about 95 times normal 
ehances.” 

His simple mathematics are a little too 
simple. He compares what everyone 
knows to be a somewhat hazardous call- 
ing with the general average of all “nor- 
mal” (both dangerous and non-danger- 
ous) ground occupations. Such a compari- 
son is obviously worthless. A passenger 
bus driver’s job is probably 88 times more 
dangerous than that of a bookkeeper— 
so what? 

If Collings had compared the relative 
hazards of flying with ground transpor- 
tation, both as to operators and passen- 
gers, giving the relative danger rate in 
miles traveled, he might have had some- 
thing interesting to display. Provided, 
always, the sources of his statistics are 
given, so that their reliability might be 
checked. He does neither, but, by a 
process of reasoning utterly worthless 
and invalid, “proves” what he believes to 
be true before he started—that flying is 
dangerous. All comparisons in the ar- 
ticle are on the same basis and all, there- 
fore, equally worthless. 

In all justice, Mr. Collings’ attack 
seems to the writer, who has no inter- 
est, financial or otherwise, in aviation, a 
most unfair act. A fair, scientific and 
unbiased report on the whole subject is 
in order. It seems that if we want 
the truth, we shall have to fall back 
on one of those Government boards which 
are scuttling “rugged individualism,” sav- 
ing lives and trying to inject some degree 
of order and reason into things.

NEW AID FOR THE HOME BUILDER. 

Revival of building construction, stimulation of 
heavy industries, increasing employment and a re 
duction in the burden of public relief—these are 
the objectives of ‘the administration housing bill, 
passed in the closing hours of the congressional ses 
sion. Construction is still our most depressed in- 
dustry. In &@ good year, we spend more than 11 bil- 
lion dollars on new building; now we are spending 
only three billion dollars. Residential construction 
has fallen off nine-tenths, from three billion dollars 
a year to around $300,000,000. In norma] times, the 
industry employs directly 3,500,000 men, indirectly, 
1,500,000 more. The present idleness of a consider 
able portion of these workers seriously enhances the 
burden of relief. . | 

The new law makes no serious demands upon the 
Federal Treasury. It undertakes, rather, to stimu- 
late building by attracting private funds into the 
mortgage market and by reducing the cost of financ 
ing renovation and new home construction. ;It rules 
out the speculatfve operator, affording support ex- 
clusively to the renovators and builders of small 


‘family dwellings. 


Home modernization is to be stimulated by the cre- 
ation of a Home Credit Insurance Corporation, which 
will employ up to $200,000,000 to guarantee 20 per 
cent of any sound loan of less than $2000 which is 
made by a private agency for that purpose. New 
construction is to be encouraged by authorizing the 
corporation to insure first mortgages running to 20 
years, covering 80 per cent of the value of new houses 
costing $16,000 or less. It may alse insure present 
first mortgages up to 70 per cent of their value. 
Each of these classes of insurance may be extended 
to a total of one billion dollars, 

The act aims to increase the availability ‘of mort- 
gage money in still other ways. It creates a Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation to guaran- 
tee deposits in building and loan associations as 
bank deposits are already guaranteed. It provides 
for the establishment, under the supervision of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board, of private national 
mortgage associations to rediscount insured mortgage 
paper for other lenders. It adds another billion to 
the borrowing power of the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration to provide for the further refinancing of ex- 
isting home mortgage debt. These devices, taken 
together, are expected to increase the willingness of 
savers to deposit their money in building and loan 
associations, the willingness of such associations, of 
savings banks and of others to lend to home builders 
and the readiness of private individuals to build 
themselves new homes. : 

It must be recognized, of course, that the act is 
not a housing measure in the sense in which that 
term has come to be used. It presents no comprehen- 
sive plan for the rehousing of our urban industrial 
population. It involves no public construction of 
homes for the lower income groups. It confines itself 
to promoting the construction industry by making 
it somewhat easier for those who can already afford 
to build houses to do so. 

It is impossible to say whether the new law will 
immediately revive home-building. It lowers only one 
element of building costs—the cost of credit. Ma- 
terial and labor costs, on the other hand, have been 
boosted by the NRA to levels far above those which 
prevailed in 1932. It now costs within 6 per cent 
as much to build a five-room brick house as it did at 
the height of the boom in 1929: Unless the supply 
trades and the unions co-operate by reducing their 
charges, the new credit which the law has made 
available may go begging. It may be doubted, too, 
whether middle-class families, in the face of existing 
uncertainties, will hasten to encumber themselves 
with new debts, even though interest rates may be 
lower than they have been in the past. 

The long-run effect of the law, however, cannot 
fail to be good. It substantially reduces the cost of 
financing home-building. It eliminates high-cost 
second mortgages by enabling lenders to extend as 
much as 80 per cent of the value of a property. It 
outlaws short-term mortgages with high renewal 
fees, by making it possible for them to lend for peri- 
ods as long as 20 years. Eventually, if not immedi- 
ately, it will afford the home builder material aid.

WANTED: BIG MEN. | 
With the adjournment of Congress, an immediate 
problem faces the President. It is the appointment 
of the five commissioners of the new Stock Exchange 
Commission. Wall Street, worsted in its fight to de- 
feat or hamstring the Stock Exchange Act, is making 
every effort to snatch victory from the jaws of Con- 
gress by controlling the personnel of the commission. 
The selection of the very ablest liberals for com- 
missioners is a matter of the highest importance— 
men with the requisite skill as well as the right kind 


‘of social philosophy. From the day it bégins to func- 


tion, the new commission will be on the defensive 
against Wall Street propaganda endeavoring either to

The Congress of the Crisis 


F the record of the Seventy-third Congress 
| is an extraordinary one, the explanation 

is an obvious one: It was elected by a 
huge majority of people who were pro- 
foundly discontented, and it assembled in the 
midst of one of the most serious crises that 
this country has ever experienced in time 
of peace. Its methods and its actions have 
been extraordinary because the conditions 
it confronted were extraordinary.. 

When the whole record is studied in the 
perspective of history, it may well be that 
the most conspicuous achievement of this 
Congress will be held to be its demonstra- 
tion that American institutions are flexible 
enough to adapt themselves to great emer- 
gencies. That may well prove to be more 
permanently important than any_or all of 
the specific measures that are called the 
New Deal. 

For the moment, measures like the NRA, 
the AAA, and so forth, seem very important. 
But who would venture to say how much of 
them will remain three years hence, or in 
what form they will be perpetuated? There 
has been much excitement about the Securi- 
ties Act and the stock market bill and the 
banking bill, but by the time they have 
been worked out, administered and adapted, 
they are not likely to seem half so impor- 
tant as they are supposed to be. 


But what will remain, and will, I believe, 
seem more and more important as this 
period recedes into the past, is the precedent, 
now established, as to how to make repre 


sentative government work in America dur- ~.

That this Congress has granted the Presi- 
dent more powers than an executive ought 
in normal times to have seems to me cer- 
tain, I cannot imagine the people assenting 
for long to a system, for example, under 
which trade associations and a few officials 
make Federal laws covering whole indus- 
tries. Nor can I imagine all the vast power 
of AAA permanently at the discretion of of- 
ficials. Nor such vast blanket powers to 
spend and to lend money. The more we 
™ come out of the depression, the less tolerable 


such powers will seem. 


And yet, I do not see how we can fail 
to find assurance in the knowledge that 
a-concentration of power is possible under 
our system and that it can be effected for 
a limited period of time and without in any 
way suspending the Bill of Rights or the 
machinery by which emergency powers can 
be repealed. For institutions which can 
bend in a storm are much less likely to

Tonight to Celebrate Ad- 
vent of Season.

BERLIN, June 20.—From Brock- 
en Mountain to the most remote 
parts of Germany 132 festival fires 


will blaze from hill to hill tonight, 
as to mark the coming of summer. 

“The old and the young are join- 
ing in these celebrations to ac- 
knowledge the unity of the Father- 
land,” a Nazi leader proclaimd. A 
decade the fires hve been a part 
of the summer solstice celebrations. 
This year they will be known as 
the “Third Reich Fire.” 

For hundreds of years villagers 
and farmers in this country—as in 
others—have celebrated the coming 
of nature’s most bountiful season. 
But now the Nazi “power through 
joy” movement is making sure 
summer’s advent is missed by no- 
body. 

Hitler’s Young Labor Front 
members will set off the Brocken 
fire first. The mountain is the 
highest in North Germany. Then 
blazes will appear in sequence 
along six prearranged lines to the 
borders of the nation. 

A rocket will be sent up from 
each hill as a signal to fire the 
next hill. Fire lines will end in 
glens near Fileusburg, Upstallf- 
boom Hill, near Aubrech; Zwei- 
brucken, Zugstitzer, Zobtem and 
at Instarburg, across the Tomorze 
in East Prussie. 

It was pointed out that two 
lines would carry “German Joy” 
close to the Saar territory and to 
Austria.

Due to a remarkable’ re 
semblance to Miss Pennington, she 
was continually being taken for 
the star, and she, said that she 
spent terrified weeks in fear that 
such a mistake would displease 
Miss Pénnington. After several 
seasons in the “Scandals” she ap- 
peared in vaudeville at the Palace 
Theatef. * * 

“When I went to sign my vaude- 
ville contract, or, rather, when 
mother went with me to sign it for 
me, I heard the producer and the 
manager say, ‘Offer her $250 a 
week.’ At that my eyes and mouth 
flew open in amazement. The 
manager looked me over as though 
he were buying a horse or select- 
ing a car, and with an éxpression 
that perhaps I would not do after 
all and said, “Miss Welford, we 
will give you $50 a week and your 
mother a season’s pass to see ALL 
the shows. 

“My next engagement was in the 
chorus of Victor Herbert’s musical 
show, ‘Orange Blossoms,’ directed 
by Edward Royce and in which I 
was understudy to the star, Edith 
Day. One afternoon I was absent 
from the theater to accompany my 
parents on a-visit to one of their 
friends, whom mother assured me 
was a really lovely person, but 
who for the time being was in the 
Tombs, so I returned to the thea- 
ter very late. The chorus crowded 
about me, congratulated and em- 
braced me, all telling me at one 
time that I had been selected to 


take Miss Day’s place in the road 
company of ‘Orange Blossoms.’ 
With a new $3000 wardrobe, one 
rehearsal and a few days’ rest we 
opened in Boston and Victor Her- 
bert came to conduct for the open- 
ing night. I played my first big 
part with Hal Skelly. 

The notices the next day were 
most favorable, so I thought, now 
when {I go out everyone will say, 
‘There goes Nancy Welford!’

Into Study of 
Diabetic Cases

HE old saying, to be forewarned 
Ti: to be forearmed, is as true in 

medicine as in any other realm. 
Granted there are certain indi- 
viduals with detectable constitution- 
al weak points, it stands to reason 
that if we can discover these points 
of lowered resistance, we will better 
be able to shield them against un- 
due strain. : 
This is easily appreciated in the 
case of defective vision, where eye- 
sight is conserved by abstaining 
from excessive use of the eyes and 
by paying special attention to illu- 
mination. : 
We can make a similar provision 
in the case of diabetes, in which a 
hereditary factor long 
has been demonstrated in recent 
years to exist. 

The discovery of insulin and ‘its 
phenomenal effectiveness in the 
treatment of diabetes has overshad- 
owed the problem of the origin of 
the disease. This remains unsolved. 

We know that diabetes is con-

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A St. Louis Woman Who Has Become 
A Real Expert With the Needles 
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By Sylvia Stiles 


NY woman who is becoming 
A discouraged over the task of 

completing her first knitted 
garment can take heart after look- 
ing at the costumes sketched. 
They represent a small part of the 
complete handmade wardrobe of a 
woman who four years ago thought 
of the word “pearl” only as a jewel 
and of the expression, “take off,” 
as referring to airplanes. 


Strange as it may seem Mrs. Ed- 
ward B. Hennelly of the Hotel Jef- 
ferson took up knitting to relieve 
nervousness. She was whiling 
away some leisure hours making a 
lamp shade in one of the St. Louis 
stores when she saw a knitting in- 
structor nearby trying to teach an 
amateur something of the art. Mrs. 
Hennelly decided it would be much 
better relaxation than making 
lampshades to be ruined by St. 
Louis smoke, so she entered a knit- 
ting class. That was in 1930. To- 
day she is so skillful with the 
needles that every costume in her 
wardrobe she either has knitted or 
crocheted. 

More than 55 garments have been 
completed, 34 of which are in Mrs. 
Hennelly’s present wardrobe. Her 
six sisters each have two or three 
suits and many of her friends have 
garments she has given to them. 
Other friends can point to a sleeve 
of one dress or a collar of an- 
other and explain that it never 
would have been there if Mrs. Hen- 

elly hadn’t come to the rescue at 

crucial moment. She has 
found time also to teach 30 friends 


With her extensive knitted and 
crocheted wardrobe Mrs. Hennelly 
easily could give a one-woman 
fashion show. Sports suits, tailored 
suits, full length coats, sun-back 
dresses, afternoon and evening 
dresses are included. At present 
this knitter is at work on a bath- 
ing suit. A pair of lounging ja- 
mas will be started as soon the 
specially ordered thread arrives. 
There are costumes for every 
weather as well as every occasion, 
including an ensemble which can 
be worn with comfort on the cold- 
est days. Many costumes are com- 
pleted by a hat. 

The majority of these costumes 
are knitted of boucle yarns but 
very fine thread was necessary to 
produce the lacy, delicate effect 
desired for the evening gown and 
heavy knitting worsted was select- 
ed for the winter suit. The eve- 
ning gown, by way, has 608 
stitches, and was so intricate to 
fashion that Mrs. Hennelly labored 
many hours in working out the 
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design from a pattern book. 
Occasionally Mrs. Hennelly is un- 
able to get the color or type of yarn 
she wants so she improvises. She 
has a pepper and salt tweed yarn 
suit which seemed to call for a 
novelty blouse. Finding no yarn 
to harmonize, she made the body of 


the blouse of plain yellow and wove 


a pattern at intervals with the yarn 
of the suit. The amount of yarn 
is another factor which does not 
daunt her. One brown boucle frock 
needed a contrasting color on the 
sleeve to give it the flash which 
this designer wanted so she used 
97 balls of yarn to introduce some 
tricky green designs and otherwise 
ornament these sleeves. 

When a garment is completed 
that doesn’t mean that it will stay 
that way very long. This knitter 
has a habit of getting new ideas 
and ripping up a perfectly good 
blouse or dress to try out something 
different. She has one dress which 
she has made over four different 
times. Frequently she will see a 
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costume in a retail shop which ap- 
peals to her and decide to copy the 
sleeves or the neckline. She also 
does considerable dyeing. One day 
a suit may be pink and a few days 
later be blue. Mrs. Hennelly says 
she seems to delight in making a 
costume in an unbecoming color 
and dyeing it to suit her. 

Asked to give some pointers which 
might assist the amateur in turning 
out better work Mrs. Hennelly said 
that she had discovered several 
things which aided in perfect fit- 
ting but which might not appeal 
to someone else. For example, she 
uses fewer stitches in a skirt than 
most persons do, knitting it very 
tightly with the result that she has 
no difficulty with stretching. She 
also knits a skirt separately from 
the blouse and crochets the two 
pieces together, using an elastic to 
hold the waistline snug. 

What happens when Mrs. Hen- 
nelly picks up her knitting or 
crocheting needles is illustrated by 
the sketches.

the late Arthur Hind. Collectors 
and dealers from all.over the world 
competed for the ownership of the 
finest stamps of this most noted 
collector. 
The sales for the day exceeded 
$165,000, which is more than has 
ever been taken in before in a sin- 
gle day’s sale of stamps, However, 
the prices realized for some of the 
rarities were surprisingly low. 
The famous envelope bearing the 
1l-penny and 2-penny Mauritus 
(Postoffice) stamps: of 1847, the 
only one in existence, was bought 
by E. Morhmann of Hamburg for 
5000 pounds sterling. Mr. Hind paid 
8000 pounds for it when he bought 
it from the Argentierre collection in 
1922. / 
The next highest price paid for 
a stamp was 4700 pounds paid by 
an American, A. Gaspari of New 
York. This was for a mint block 
of 4penny postpaid of Mau- 
itus of 1848. A single unused copy 
of this same stamp brought 471 
pounds. 

The penny orange red Postoffice 
issue of Mauritius of 1847 brought 
2500 pounds. The 2-penny deep 
blue Postoffice issue of Mauritius 
of 1847 brought 1500 pounds. Since 
their discovery in 1866 these two 
stamps have always been together 
in the same collection. Mr. Hind 
paid 4500 pounds for these stamps 
in 1923. An unused copy of the 
2penny indigo blue postpaid of 
Mauritius went for 1200 pounds. An 
unused copy of the “pence” error 
went for 1150 pounds. 


lar stamps realized a total of more 
than $17,000. An unused copy of 
the 4-penny wood biock in a 
rare deep blue shade sold for the 
high figure of 520 pounds. A very 
rare block of four brick red penny 
wood blocks of 1861 lightly post- 
marked sold for 310 pounds. A mint 
pair of penny vermilion wood 
blocks of 1861 sold for 210 pounds. 

One of the surprises of the sale 
was the Niger 242-pence stamp, con- 
verted for use as a half-penny 
stamp, when it brought the excep- 
tionally high figure of 235 pounds. 
It was expected the _ sale price 
would not exceed 25 pounds. Eu- 
gene Klien of Philadelphia bought 
Niger 20 shillings in vermilion on a 
one-shilling stamp of the 1893 issue 
‘for 277 pounds 10 shillings. Vari- 
ous African stamps realized a total 
of about $10,000, in which many 
items were sold a great deal below 
their catalogue price. 

The total from all Hind auction 
sales now exceeds $360,000.

Mother's Control 
Needs Firmness

ADAMS was weak-willed 
where her children were con- 
cerned. She would plan.a course 

of action and fully determine to 
carry it out, but a little protest or 
wheedling on the part of the chil- 
dren always made her yield. 

The children realized their moth- 
er’s weakness and played upon it. 
They loved their mother, but in a 
patronizing way, as if she were not 
fully developed,.and as they passed 
bayhood, paid fio attention to her 


threats of puapement or to her 


orders. 


Children thrive best under firm 
handling. It may be gentle and 
kind, but it must be strong. Théey 
need a sense of security, the con- 
sciousness of a firm foundation on 
which to rest. Without this assur- 
ance they are forced to assume at 
an early age a responsibility which 
they are too young to bear. 


The Adams children found their 
position reversed. “Instead of de- 
pending upon their mother to make 
decisions-and guide their behavior 
until they had had enough experi- 
ence to judge for themselves, they 
early had to take on the manage- 
ment of their own lives and face 
situations which their own unguid- 
ed behavior had led them into. 
Their mother’s judgment they could 
not trust, for it was vacillating, 
where they were concerned, and 
therefore of doubtful value. 


The child who is aware of weak- 
ness in his background grows more 
and more unmanageable as he 
gains a sense of power. His instinct 
is not to protect but to exploft 
weakness, and the parent or nurse 
who does not insist on rules and 
regulations, as few as possible, but 
hard and fast, will soon find control 
thrown to the winds and anarchy 
reigning in its place.
